John M. Baer, who was elected to 
Congress from North Dakota re- 
cently as a sort of nonpartisan, has 
not yet taken his seat in the House.

The vote for conscription was al- 
most entirely English and the vote 
against it was very largely French. 

APPEAL BY LIBERAL. 

Before the vote was taken an ap- 
peal for the measure was made by 
J. G. Turriff, a Liberal member, 
whose only son was killed in France. 
He opposed submission of conscrip- 
tion to the people by either refer- 
endum or general election, because 
it would be defeated by the votes 
of slackers who had failed to re- 
spond to the call for volunteers. 
Chief Liberal Whip Pardee declared 
for conscription and coalition gov- 
ernment. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said it was a 
new thing for a question to divide 
both political parties at one time. 
This question had estranged dear 
friends from him whose loss he re- 
gretted. 

It was admitted that conscription 
would be defeated if submitted to 
the people, but the government was 
prepared to carry the measure by its 
parliamentary majority and apply it

Sir Wilfrid Laurier said that from 
the bottom of his heart he wished 
the resources of Canada would allow 
the sending of not merely a half-mil- 
lion, but a million men, but it was a 
question of how many men could 
be taken from the nation without 
imperiling the industrial and agricul- 
tural industries and the very life of 
the country. 

LAURIER'S POSITION. 

The government had sought 500,- 
000 men, he declared, without esti- 
mating the man power of the coun- 
try or considering whether men 
could be best employed on the fight- 
ing line or at home producing food 
and munitions for the force fighting 
at the front. Canada had not only 
to produce food for England, but to 
make up for food being sent to the 
bottom by submarines, 

The government's position was 
outlined by Solicitor-General Meigh- 
en. He said the Canadian soldiers 
would be unable to vote, no mat- 
ter what effort was made to provide 
them with the opportunity. | 

He said that Sir Wilfrid's follow- 
ers had broken away from him in 
the House because a large majority 
of the thinking people of Canada 
were against the position taken by 
the opposition leader.

ISASTER TO THE SLAVS. 
IS FEARED IN LONDON. 


Member of British War Council Says 


Only Firmness Can Save Day. 


[BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. P.} 


ONDON, July 24-—A great 
tragedy is being enacted in 

the life of the free Russian 
people, according to Arthur 
Henderson, member of the Brit- 
ish war council and representa- 
tive of labor, who has just re- 
turned from an extended visit to 
Russia. He is convinced that 
unless the situation is handled 
with firmness there must be an 
inevitable disaster. 

Mr. Henderson said during the 
course of an interview today that 
it was nothing less than a mis- 
fortune that the continuance of 
the coalition government had 
proved impossible. The diffi- 
culties the government had to 
cope with were such as no other 
government ever experienced. 

EXTREMISTS DOMINATE. 


It was impossible to convey 
anything like an adequate con- 
ception of the extent to which 
the extremists dominated the 
life of the capital, democratiz- 
ing the army and navy, especial- 
ly those units in close proximity 
to Petrograd. 

The true extremists, he de- 
clared, did not represent more 
than a small minority of the 
population, but such had been 
the spirit of terror exercised to- 
gether with their destructive in- 
fluence over certain sections of 
the military forees that they had 
succeeded in rendering a stable 
government difficult, if not al- 
most impossible. 


Mr. Henderson considered 
that the most disastrous experi- 
ment of the revolution was the 
relaxation of discipline’ in the 
army and navy, coupled with the 
direct association of those serv- 
ices with the political and revo- 
lutionary propaganda. The re- 
sumption of the offensive caused 
the extkemists considerable an- 

noyance and, although they had 
the wisdom to remain quiet while 
victories were being gained, & 
was generally recognized that 
they were waiting for an op- 
portunity for the move recently 
made with such disastrous con- 
sequences. 


RESOLUTION NEEDED, 


“If Russia is to rise to the 
greatness of her possibilities the 
forces of disorder must be reso- 
lutely dealt with,” continued Mr. 
Henderson. “The future, judg- 
ing from the recent past, i 
largely in the hands of the new 
Workmen's and Soldiers’ Coun- 
cil elected by the all-R 
congress, which represents & 
large section of the community 
whose representatives are likely 
to become the dominant party 
in the constituent assembly.”’ 

The Russian Socialists, he 
said, were strong advocates of 
an international conference. He 
discussed the subject with M. 
Tseretelli, Minister of Posts 
and Telegraphs, just before 
leaving Petrograd. M. Tsere- 
telli urged the importance of 
such a conference and of Great 
Britain being represented.

The Pacific Coast rates were taken 
as a basis and reductions were 
granted to all internal points on a 
zone system, except as to points in 
Arizona. The new rates will be 
fixed on a stable basis, but upon the 
return of water competition the 
commission will allow relief between 
the points, to and from, in which 
competition actually exists. Thus if 
a line of steamships is put on be-

The leader’s 
plan, however, is to keep it before 
the Senate until it is disposed of or 
displaced by war revenue legisla- 
tion. 

Senator Kenyon attacked the bill 
as a remnant of a dribbling and 
wasteful appropriation plan which 
had grown up through Congress 
thinking only of the improvement of 
local] districts and not taking a na- 
tion-wide view of the situation. He 
offered an amendment limiting the 
total appropriatiofis to $10,000,000, 


“to be expended by the Secretary of 
War for improvements authorized 
by Congress.” 


Senator Smoot denounced. the 
measure as a robbery of the treas- 
ury. With the first vear of the war 
promising to cost $14,000,000,000, 
he declared, it was no time to spend 
millions dredging little creeks. Sena- 
tor Sherman, in voicing his opposi- 
tion, said the pretext that the bill 
would improve interstate commerce 
was entirely false. 

Senator Fletcher, in charge of the 
measure, declared criticisms were 
based on prejudice and lack of in- 
formation and that the bill was in 
fact an emergency measure to pro- 
vide for additional war transporta- 
tion.

I am 
sire that, although naturally it 
takes time to make the financial ar- 
rangement needful in a war like 
thie. the President and the great 
nation he represents will deal in 
this matter with the same spirit of 
generosity, or rather of realiration 
of what the whole issue’ means, as 
has been shown by PEneland. and 
that we can rely on receiving in the 
Tnited States resources which are 
necessary to pay for apppties | of all 
kinds required “by the’ Allies.”

CECIL’S REPLY. 

‘Lord Robert Cecil, Mimister of 
Blockade, replying characterized Mr.

He aaid there was no intention what- 
ever of receding from the pledges 
for the full restoration and repara- 
tion for Serbia. While declining to 
reveal the government's plans, he 
said he would restate its war aims. 

“Austria is not our chief enemy. 
Germany !s, and must be, our chief 
enemy. The broad principles we are 
fixhtine for are these: First, that we 
shall stand by our allies. Second, 
We are fighting for a stable settle- 
ment for a sound and satisfactory 
pesce, not a conquest or mere domit- 
ration, but on some national prin- 
ciple as far as might be which would 
secure that settlement.

They asked Superior Judge 
Emmet Seawell to define second 
degree murder and give them a 
copy of his instructions to take back 
into the jury room. At the request 
of Foreman William R. Hardwick, 
Judge Seawell gave the jury a letter 
written by E. B. Mortamto Thomas 
J. Mooney, under sentence of death 
for. one of the bomb murders, in 
which Morton said, “Rena is always 
on the job.” 

The state contended that the let- 
ter showed Mrs. Mooney’s connec- 
tion with an alleged anarthistic plot 
against the government which cul- 
minated in the bomb murders. 


DELETE PART OF LETTERS. 


The jury was forbidden to read 
a portion of the letter, which had 
been deleted by the court. 

The law on first and second degree 
murder was read to the jury by 
Judge Seawell, who briefly advised 
that second degree murder could 
not result from a wilful or premedi- 
tated act.

Mystery. 
FIND BODY OF 
MURDERED MAN 


Desert Yields up Evidence of 
Recent Crime. 


San Bernardino Officials are 
Seeking Slayer. 


,| Motor Car Found Nearby has 
Arizona Number. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH.) 
SAN BERNARDINO, July 24.— 
Unmistakable evidence that the man 


whose body, with a bullet hole 
‘through the head was found about 

200 yards from the road three miles 
east of Klondike, which is near Lud- 
low on the desert, had been mur- 
dered and that the murderer had at- 
tempted to escape in a Dodge auto- 
mobile. bearing the Arizona State 
license number 6995, which wae 
later abandoned, has furnished the 
local officers the biggest mystery 
that has come out of the desert 
country in years. 

Officers tonight had not received 
reply from Arizona relative to the 
automobile number except that no 
machine of that number hag been 
reported missing. 

The body, evidently of a man 
about 35 years of age, had lain on 
the desert about two weeks in the 
opinion of Dr. L. M, Coy, county 
health officer, and Deputy Sheriff 
Dan Murdock who came in ftom 
Ludlow today. The man’s face had 
been eaten away by coyotes. The 
body was taken from the machine, 
which was driven about 200 yarde 
off the road, and carried several 
hundred yards and deposited behind 
a clump of bushes. The murderer 
evidently returned to the machine 
and drove away. 

The car was found hidden behind 
some bushes about twenty miles 
from the point where the body was 
left. The car broke’ down and was 
unable to proceed. The license 
numbers were taken off and buried 
in the sand some distance away, but 
were found by the officers. It is 
declared that the burial of the num- 
bere points conclusively to the fact 
that the murderer had been riding 
in it for it wag done by some one 
who had committed a greater crime 
than stealing the car. The clothes 
of the dead man had been rifled. He 
wore expensive clothing.

Mr. McCarl gays that a contract 
already has beem signed with an 
eastern house for a circuit of films 
sufficient for at least three nights a 
week. The pictures will be thrown on 
screens erected out of doors where- 
ever possible. This will enable all 
the men of the camp to attend _si- 
multaneously. 

The professional entertainers have 
volunteered their services and prob- 
akly will appear merely for their 
expenses. The circuit will start out 
of New York and make the country- 
wide round of the camps. 

The cowtncll is planning on 
building for every brigade, possibly 


_200 structures, with five or six sec- 


retaries In each. These secretaries 
are being trained in eight different 
schools. For educational work in 
these schools the government has 
some of its keenest and 
best-informed military men. In that 
at San Francisco is Capt. Harrison 
Karick, author of a recent book on 
military and naval America.

STORROW HEARD. 

Most of the day was occupied by

There was objection 
tc this, but Mr. Thelen explained 
that the commission was inclined to 
consider the union. station and 
grade-crossing questions as one, 
thereby opening the way for the 
broadest possible consideration of 
the whole raflway situation tn Los 
Angeles. 

PLAZA’S ADVANTAGES. 


Mr. Storrow illustrated his ov 
servations by constant reference 
a large map on which were indi- 
cated not only all the existing linés 
of the railway district, but the 
trackage arrangement of the pro- 
posed Plaza union terminal, of 
which his organization ts one of the 
principal proponents.

EATTLE’S MISFORTUNE. 

The inherent vicilousness and menace 

of labor-union!sm are manifested in the sym- 
Because 1600 
employees of the Puget Sound Traction, 
Light and Power Company cannot compel 
the company to submit to their dictation 
and conduct its business in accordance with 
their orders, therefore thirty-one affiliated 
unions have resolved to wreck the indus- 
tries of the great Puget Sound city. 

Eleven thousand workers in the ship 
building industry will deprive their fam!- 
lies of $52,000 per day and join the car 
etrikers in their maranding activities. 

The carmen are losing $4333 a day by 
the strike. How much ts being lost by the 
timber workers, express drivers, shingle- 
makers, masons, plasterers, carpenters, 
painters, plumbers and workers in other 
trades has not thus far been the subject of 
computation, but it would be safe to estl- 
mate it at not less than $100,000 a day. 

, And it is a loss that is total and irrevo- 
cable. It cannot, like a fire loss, be met by 
insurance. The money that might have 
been earned and was not earned on Mon- 
day cannot be used to buy food on Tues- 
day, for it is lost as utterly as the dynamic 
force that tumbled over the brink of Nt 
agara one hundred years ago. 

The indirect loss is even greater than the 
direct loss. Capital will no more seek in- 


vestment in Seattle than {it will go to war 


ravaged Northern France or devastated 
Mexico, and honest, intelligent laborers 
with their families will avoid Seattle as 
they would avoid a city where the plague 
or the yellow fever is raging. 

Aside from the cold, economic aspect of 
the material loss which organized labor Is 
visiting upon the Puget Sound city there 
is the moral aspect which it presents to 
the world, the wrong and injustice of it, 
the barbaric reversion to a state of society 
where the primitive instinct for plunder 
rules, the planning and scheming in which 
the sense of honor has no part. 


Labor-unionism for mutual ald tn case 
of accident, sickness, loss of employment 
or other misfortune is commendable. But 


when, instead of trying to lift up the less | 


capable of its members it strives to pull 
down the more capable; when it devotes 
the funds collected for humanitarian pur- 
poses to aiding contests for injuring indus- 
try; when it relies upon violence to achieve 
its ends; when it attempts to increase its 
membership by coercion and intimidation 
instead of persuasion, it makes of itself a 
moral outlaw and should be treated as such. 
The non-union man has the same right to 
ursuit of happiness 
as the union man, and he should be allowed 
to make a living in his chosen occupation 
as freely as another. 


The Times expresses the hope that the 
manhood of Seattle will arise and put an 
end to the ‘violence of labor unions there 
and do it promptly and efficiently. Seattle 
is so situated geographically as to entitle 
it to rank as one of the great cities of the 
Pacific Coast. .To allow labor-unionism to 
wreck its prosperity would be a crime. 


DRAFT—THE TRAINING. 

It speaks well for the nation that the 
concentrated emotions, the tremendous hu- 
man suspense of last Friday, found us 
Americans calm and in our right mind. 
Verily we may come to regard it as an- 
other Good Friday rather than a Black Fri- 
day, and always as a historic Friday. 

Fate loomed large in the country that 
day. It was a poignant experience to see 
the tense faces that scanned those fateful 
lists of numbers, the resuit of the great 
American lottery which would call the 
chosen to their part in the great world war. 
‘But the manhood of the nation made no 
moan; there were no wild scenes; there 
was no Americana,dementia. Fate’s decree 
was accepted with calm sanity, albeit there 
were heartaches to be recorded for every 
cold, irrefutable number, and unshed tears 
were very near the surface. Cold, adamant 
numbers, but every one of them quivering 
with humanity, representing a chosen life. 
The very air was electrified that day as the 
telegraph wires sent those pregnant num- 
bers to the far corners of the country. 

And these our men, chosen by a blind 
fate, will form the first great democratic 
American army in the strugzgie to hold for 
the world that liberty which our forefathers 
so dearly bought. Great though the sacri- 
fice for many of them will be, it is never 
theless a glorious distinction, the right to 
play their part in the destiny of the nation. 
It is no mean tribulation to be lifted up 
out of one’s life; no one belittles the im- 
mensity of the change and conditions that 
confront them; but there Is honor and ex- 
ultation, too, in being numbered among 
those destined by an inscrutable fate to 
represent and fight for this nation’s honor 
and integrity before the world. 

Some sense of all this has impregnated 
the nation and must account for the great 
wave of silent courage, first-class American 


spunk, that has been the keynote of the 
past few days. No whining, no ‘whimper- 


ing—the craven heart is magnificently 
rare—but sheer imperturbable grit of Amer- 


| fea. We have taken the draft gallantly and 


held our heads high. - 

At the worst these our men will take 
their places beside the men of those nations 
who have spent three dire years in the bat- 
tlefield already. But even now rumors of 
peace are persistent—and it takes a year 
to train a soldier. It may well be that the 
war will be over and peace reign once more 
on earth before this first draft has an 
opportunity to fire a shot. It may well be 
that the chosen ones will never see a battle 
front. But they will never regret the in- 
estimable advantage that year’s training 


and military discipline will have given 


them. The men who volunteered for the 
various training camps all over the coun- 
try last summer will bear witness to that. 
Men who went to those camps flabby and 
fleshy and soft came out of them hard and 
stalwart, with alert minds and strong 
bodies. Men who found a two-mile walk 
overwhelming at the outset were capable 
of swinging along with a tireless gait for 
thirty miles at the end of their training. 
Men whose appetites were pampered and 
peevish were amazed how soon the army 
training made them eat army fare with 
healthy relish. Military training teaches 
a man how to get the very best out of him- 
self, how to keep himself fit and alert and 
keen and capable. Even if these drafted 
men are never called to the front they will 
be a greater asset to themselves and to 
the nation for the military ¢raining that

will have been theirs. It is worth a year 
of one’s life to achieve the perfection of 
health and physique. 

There will be many men to envy those 
who come under the draft. The real bit- 
terness {s for those whose physical dis- 
abilities deny them the great experience. 
When the fina] choice of the first draft has 
been made and the exemptions weeded out 
those men will stand forth as the very pick 
of us, the cream of us, the flower of us— 
our chosen army. The honor of being one 
of them will be indubitable. We shall all 
want to be able to claim one of them for 
our own. And they in their turn will feel 
that the personal sacrifices they have had 
to make were trifling in comparison to the 
pride that is theirs in this their new role, 
the defenders of the country’s honor going 
forth to do men's work. Those men with 
staunch hearts but frail bodies who are 
denied all opportunity for this supreme 
service may well feel that theirs is the 
harder part. 


And if the war lasts another year and 
thede our chosen defenders take their stand 
for the United States upon the battlefields 
of Europe, our honor will be safe in their 
hands. Not all American pluck and heroism 
was used up by our forefathers in the Rev- 
olution and the Civil War. The calm, silent 
courage and sanity with which the draft 
has been accepted, with all the possible re- 
sponsibility that it entails, is proof enough 
that red blood flows a-plenty in the veins of 
this generation. And this is the opportu- 
nity for America’s manhood to prove it be- 
fore the world. Historic Friday has come 
and gone. Hearts may have missed a beat: 
throats may have stifled; mothers’ tears 
may have dimmed loving eyes; fathers may 
have suffered pangs of poignant emotion: 
but Americans have taken the draft gallant- 
ly. God bless our chosen men!

There is but one avenger, but 
one rectifier of wrong, but one eterna! ad- 
juster, working forever impartially and 
without feeling, and that is inevitable law. 
And because that law is inevitable and 
because it is perfect and because it is reme- 
dial Germany must suffer. And that Is 
why the United States was drawn into this 
war, and that is why, in spite of “con- 
scientious objectors” and pacifists and a 
whole world that is sick of bloodshed, there 
can be no peace until to Germany has been 
meted out justice for wrong, measure for 
measure, death for death. The Allies are 
only Instruments in the hand of justice. [If 
they fall to crush Prussian militarism then 
the people of Germany themselves will do 


through some natural, though awful, means. 
“But we who had nothing to do with the 
cause of this conflict, why should we have 
to suffer?” asks the individual who fool- 
ishly imagines that this country could have 
maintained a state of neutrality. To this 
question it might be answered: ~ First, how 
do we know that we had nothing to do with 
the cause of the conflict? The memory of 
man is brief, but ‘ime and life are eternal, 
and both religion and science declare that 
the hours man spends between cradle and 


with the force and substance of life. We 
are the descendants of the past: we are 
the fathers*of the future. No individual 
belongs entirely. to himself. Each one be- 
longs to the human race as a whole and 
must be responsible to the race because 
of the tle that Binds ‘him to his fellow-be- 
ings and to that Almighty Power that holds 
all things in its hand. Then let no man 
whine or shrink from what must be. Let 
none imagine that ‘there is exemption for 
him. Let each man do his best, working 
or fighting for what‘he thinks is right, for- 
getting himself and, with the assurance 
that justice must triumph, let him wait in 
patience the coming of peace. 


ERMAN AIMS. 

The University of Glasgow has pre- 
sented ito the Carnegie Library of Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., a larg@é Map obtained in Berlin 
shortly before the outbreak of the war. 

A dispatch from Pittsburgh states that 
the map indicated that Germany, at the out- 
set of the war, not only intended to invade 
Belgium, France, Russia and the Balkans, 
but expected to stretch her empire from 
the northernmost part of Sweden to the 
Cape of Good Hope tin Africa. It also points 
to the conclusion that there was included 
in the plan of conquést the whole of South 
America, Cuba, China and the Dutch East 
Indies; and it shows that Germany, through 
her Allies, Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria and 
Turkey, intended to open a road into Asia 
and Africa. 


The map and data show further that the 
entrance of England and France Into the 
conflict at the beginning was the only thing 
that prevented the German armies from 
sweeping north through Denmark and 
Sweden to the Arctic Ocean. It appears to 
have been the Kaiser's intention, simulta- 
neously with this move, to push through 
Central Africa, while German fleets landed 
troops to conquer South America, China and 
the islands of the East and West Indies. 

Prof. Dixon’s deductions are that Ger 
many did not intend to make war on Eng 
land and that all she wanted was a large 
seacoast along Northern France, to be 
gained by occupying territory north of the 
Loire and east of the Rhone rivers. 

Italy, Greece and the Palkans, as well 
as Turkey, Northern Africa and the Red 
Sea coasts, were to be taken as part of the 
proposed Teutonic Empire. Enough of Rus- 
sia also was to be occupied to give the 
Berlin government complete control of the 
Black Sea. This plan of conquest, if it had 
been carried out, would have given Ger 
many more sea coast than any other na- 
tion and would have made German author- 
ity, from 4 military standpoint, paramount 
in all parts of the world.

The Mighty Atom is going to be 
an important feature in the exemp- 
tions.

Sooner or later old Mother Nature 
exacts service or penalty. If we do 
not pay in kind, we must pay in 
service. But pay we must e’er we 

rsist in our right to live. And we 
cannot inherit the right to the pur- 
suit of happiness, even under the 
Constitution of the United States, 
unless we earn it. : 

The man who is supporting a fam- 
fly, even in the Allied countries sore 
pressed for men, {is exempt from 


- military service to the last possi- 


ble minute. For the man who is 
supporting a family is already a val- 
nable asset to the nation. Any fool 
can keep himself—or should be able 
to. But it takes a man to feed many 
mouths. And most any addle-pated 
female can be a wife; but it takes 
a woman to be a mother. 

In our conjured pictures of the 
sorrows of war the most poignant 
is always the father taken ¢drom the 


bosom of his devoted family. But, 


except in exceptional cases, that will 
not be our portion just yet. Our 
sympathy will all be needed for the 
childless wife, suddenly left forlorn 
and purposeless, frustrated in her 
echemes for trresponsible selfish- 
ress. Weall know so many of them, 
#0 many. They have been so clev- 
er; they have felt a certain pitying 
scorn for mothers generally; they 
Lave felt so comfortably secure in 
thelr irresponsibility. And now be- 
hold Nemesis on their track—their 
claims upon the consideration of the 
country are nil. That mighty atom 
whose right to live they denied now 


rises up a fearsome wraith to jeer,

But mothers have just claims 
upon the nation.

WE WANT WATER- 
WAYS?

N APPEAL by Secretary Red- 
fleld to Congress is repeated 
in his public utterances 
through the press urging large ap 
propriations for our inland water- 
ways in order to relieve freight con- 
gestion, and is an echo of the same 
appeal which is regularly made by 
enthusiastic but impracticable wa- 


terway associations. 

Col. C. McD. Townsend, a high- 
class army engineer, formerly presi- 
dent of the Mississipp! River Com- 
mission, summed up such advice in an 
official report when he said “an op 
portunity should be afforded the 
American people to determine 
whether they want waterways, not by 
rhetorical efforts in river conven- 
tions, but by practical utilization of 
the channel thus afforded.” Legitl- 
mate commercial waterways should 
be improved, but, after expending 
nearly $900,000,000 on waterways in 
this country, the government now 
ascertains that probably’ three- 
fourths of the amount has been ex- 
pended on creeks, canals and rivers 
that have little or no commerce, 
present or prospective. Only large 
lake channels or rivers connecting 
ocean harbors carry any inland real 
commerce, with one or two notable 
exceptions. These exceptions are 
coal-bearing streams that bring the 
coal from the mines a few miles to 
the nearest market. 

The reasons for lack of inland wa- 
terway commerce are not hard to 
find. Commerce has been driven 
from the rivers through railway 
competition, eastern markets, quick 
transportation and other contribut-. 
ing causes. It is not a theory but 
a fact that inland waterway com- 
merce has practically disappeared 
excepting on the Ohio and one or 
two small coal-bearing streams 
where large governmént appropria- 
tions have been made. To secure 
further appropriations on inland wa- 
terways statistics are offered by 
army engineers including ferriage, 
rock, sand, brush and gravel used 
for government ‘“improvements;” 
sand often hauled one mile and logs 
and timber that floated in larger 
quantities a half century ago than 
they do today. Practically nine 
tenths of the so-called river traffic 
is of this character, on the Missis- 
sippi, Missouri and other large 
streams. Comparative conditions in 
Germany, where rallroads are owned 
and controlled by the government 
and water rates do not compete with 
rail rates, are misleading. 

For illustration, about $150,000,- 
000 has been spent by our govern- 
ment on the Mississippi River dur- 
ing the last forty years. During 
that same period actual river com- 
merce has decreased ‘over 90 per 
cent.; some authorities place it at 
95 per cent. The middle and lower 
Mississipp! River today possesses 
the finest channel of any river in the 
world and yet is practically desert- 
éd, whereas the Rhine, with a much 
smaller stream, comparatively poor 
channel and less than one-fifth of 
the expenditures made on the Mis- 
sissipp!, has a commerce of nearly 
forty million tons annually. This is 
presumably forty times the actual 
commerce of the Mississippi River, 
Cn the upper Mississippi stretch of 
700 miles the government has ex- 
pended about 628,000,000 for an ac- 
tual commerce that is so doubtful 
in character as to require close anal- 
ysis, and an official report gives the 
average haul at twenty-six miles, or 
about 4 per cent. of the upper river’s 
length. From St. Paul to St. Louis 
no through commerce exists. Not 
one ton of coal is hauled to St. Paul 
on the river. Not one ton of grain 
is hauled from Kansas City to St. 


Louls. The Missouri River shows 
even worse ults than the Mis- 
sissippi. After an expenditure of 


about $15,000,000 on the lower 400 
miles the actual commerce averages 
less than 30,000 tons annually, caus- 
ing Col. Deakyne, who recommend- 
ed its abandonment, to officially de- 
clare the government was asked to 
spend $1,100,000 annually in order 
to save $10,000 in annual freight 
rates for Kansas City shippers. 

Countless -small rivers, canals and 
creeks throughout the country are 
dem@nding government money for 
waterways that fall to float com- 
merce, notwithstanding the gold 
cure is annually injected into these 
waterways. Omnibus appropriation 
bills containing hundreds of projects 
reaching into nearly every State 
make up the annual pork barrel and’ 
those who would get money for their 
particular project must support the 
entire bill. That is the vice of omni- 
bus appropriations. Thirty-two mil- 
lion dollars was In the hands of army 
engineers on March 1 last, uncon- 
tracted for, and includes a balance 
credited to nearly every commerce 
bearing waterw th the country. 
For that reason the last bill was op- 
— in the House by seven mem- 

ers of the committee and by 152 
votes, counting twenty pairs againet 
the bill, the largest number ever re- 
corded, 

In some respects the bill pending 
before the Senate is worse than any 
of its predecessors. Our waterway 
system must be changed and placed 
in the hands of competent waterway 
and commercial experts and omnibus 
appropriations must cease before any 
fundamental improvement will result. 
The budget system would help to re- 
duce wasteful appropriations but the 
present system is absurd and inde- 
fensible. Over $100,000,000 has been 
saved to taxpayers by the defeat of 
three out of the last four river and 
hagbor bills and of one public bulld- 
ing bill. But this work is like chop- 
ping off a dog's tail by degrees 
whereas the axe should be laid be 
hind, the ears of a bad system. Le 
gitimate waterway 
can only be yleced upon a sound 
basis when we abolish the pork bar 
rel legislative policy with its enor 
mous accompanying waste,

Father and son worked together in 
Oakland and the profits of the 
father’s enterprises were divided be- 
tween them on a percentage basis. 

The concern cleaned up $150,000 
in building operations in various en- 
terprises. The elder Roberts went 
to Lancaster, obtained an interest 
in a bank there, consolidated it in- 
to the Antelope Valley Bank and 
became president. Earle was made 
manager. 

The 1911 contract drawn up 4il- 
vided the profits of their operatior 
on a 65-35 basis. subsequent 
contract operative in five years, was 
made on a 50-50 basis. Under the 
65-35 contract, father and son di- 
vided $100,000 between them, Earle 
receiving the 85 per cent. Just be- 
fore Earle could participate in an 
equal share of the profits, the tes- 
timony shows that Mr. Roberts 
quarreled with his son. The con- 
clusion Judge Taft drew was that 
Mr. Roberts did not have a suffi- 
cient excuse for such quarrel. The 
result of the row, it appears, was 
that Earle was thrown out prac- 
tically penniless. — 

The dispute brought about a part- 
ing of the way between son and 
father and the former brought suit 
for an accounting of their partner- 
ship affairs. 

A typewritten letter, alleged to 
bear the signature of Earle, was de- 
clared a forgery by him. Hand- 
writing experts, called on both 
sides, disagreed. Farle showed that 
while he letter is typewritten, it 
bears a date prior to the time there 
was a typewriter in use by father 
and son.

ANOTHER. STEP IN BIG SHIP 
CONTRACT AT PORT. 


Rapid Progress at Harbor on 
Government’s Order for Fight 
Steel Vessels—Construction Ways 
Beginning to Hum and Rivet 
Furnaces Soon to Start. 


The first keel plate for the first 
of the eight steel ships to be built 
for the government was laid on the 
block yesterday at the plant of the 
Los Angeles Shipbuilding and Dry 
Dock Company at\the harbor. The 
keel plates are belng made by the 
Baker Tron Works this city and 


are sent to the plant at the harbor 
for assembling. 

As soon as the other plates ar- 
rive and the rivet furnaces are in 
shape and the ain hammers working. 
the keel of ship No. 1 will be put 
together. Excellent progress is be- 
ing made at the plant preparatory 
to actual construction work on the 
ships, all of which are to be com- 
pleted within eighteen months and 
which represent an outlay of more 
than $11,000,000. 

The first construction ways are 
completed with exception of the 
masts for the wire rope conveyors 
which will carry the steel plates to 
the ways from the plate shop. The 
Planking for the second ways is 
completed and the piling is being 
driven for the third. . The masts for 
the wire rope transmission system 
range from 150 to 180 feet in 
heighth. 

The big plate shop ts the heart of 
the plant. It is now inclosed and 
two big punches are in place with 
foundations of other machines. At 
the west end of this building will be 
located the immense heating fur- 
naces operated by gas. North of the 
Plate shop is the forge in which will 
be housed a steam hammer and sevy- 
eral riveting machines.

RESENTS SLUR 
ON AQUEDUCT. 


Public Service Board Angered 
at Judge Taft. 


Anti - annexationist Attacks 
Water Investment. 


Publie Retraction may be 
Asked by Commission. 


Members of the Public Service 


Commission expressed deep indigna- 
tion yesterday regarding a letter 
signed by Judge Fred H. Taft, and 
published in the Santa Monica Out- 
look last SeMurday, tn which an at- 
tack is made upon the Los Angeles 
Aqueduct, in connection with the 
annexation fight. The letter was read 
at yesterday’s meeting of the com- 
mission, and vigorous comments 
were made by President Del Valle 
and other members. Judge Taft may 
be officially asked to publicly correct 
his statements. 

In this article, the author states 
that not less than $6,000,000 must 
be expended on the aqueduct before 
it can furnish water fit to drink. He 
also declares that none of the mu- 
nicipally-owned public utilities is on 
a paying basis. 

President Del Valle stated that the 
misstatement as to the fitness of the 
aqueduct water is refuted by the 
highest possible source, the report fust 
made by Health Commissioner’ Pow- 
ers, Who declares there has been 
no disease traced to the water, and 
by the decision of Judge Works in a 
suit against the city, tn which he 
reviewed the evidence presented and 
gave the aqueduct supply a clean bill 
of health. Mr. Del Valle pointed out 
that the city is daily using; 20,000,- 
000 gallons of aqueduct water, some 
sections getting it exclusively, while 
in other @istricts it !s mixed with 
the Los Angeles River waters and 
those from pumped wells. 

He pointed out that, as to revenue 
production, the water department is 
eerving all city departments free: that 
one year the city paid for this service 
the sum of $250,.9000, and this was

MAY MAKE LOS ANGELES 
RIVER A REAL STREAM. 


’ HE result of the extensive use 
of Los Angeles aqueduct water 

in the San Fernando Valley 
will be, according to Chief Engineer 
Mulholland, a considerable rise in 
the notoriously-low water level of 
the Los Angeles River bed. Thig 
river runs mostly underground in 
summer.

The plans provide for the con-
